1900. 
Ou r present weapons and means of slau gh­ 
ter

are 
incomparably 
greater 
than those 
of any former war. 
From 
these facts 
anyone may draw the 
obviou s conclu sion. 


An Underrated Foe 
Nazism, 
like the fabled 
cat, seems to 
have nine lives. Apparently killed, 
it has 
come back u nex pectedly, 
with its former 
cu nning and almost its former 
strength. 
It is dominated by a keen 
and 
relentless 
intelligence.

to pu t on any weight. And the fat 
ones lay their hands on their 
hearts and solemnly vow that they 
do not eat enou gh to keep a 
chicken alive, not nearly a* mu ch 
as skinny old Au nt Jane, who is a 
notoriou s stu ffer at ail meals and 
feasts. 
Then, of cou r« e, they blame it 
on the endocrines. The endocrines 
may have a good deal to do with 
it in the rarer cases, bu t in the 
average ru n-of-the-mine case, the 
chances are the trou ble is more 
likely to be pu rely mathematical, 
and the evidence as presented is 
not qu ite reliable. 


Different Lives 
If a carefu l nu tritional stu dy 
were made of these shinnies and 
fatties (I beg you r pardon, these 
ectomorphs and endomorphs), it 
wou ld be fou nd that in thou sands 
of ways they lead different kinds 
of lives. 
For instance, let u s take the 
proposition that walking arou nd 
the block u ses u p 50 calories. The 
distance is accu rately measu red, 
the weight of the body that is car­ 
ried by the mu scles arou nd the 
block is accu rately Treasu red, and 
the resu lt is the calcu lation of the 
ex penditu re 
of 
energy, 
which 
shou ld be beyond any dispu te. 
Bu t it is. How many calories you 
u se u p in going arou nd the block 
depends on circu mstances. A. V. 
Hill, in his book “ Living Machin­ 
ery,’’ states that if a person of 
150 pou nds weight walks a mile at 
the rate of two miles per hou r he 
u ses u p 60 calorics, whereas if he 
walks at the rate of live miles per 
hou r he u ses u p 600 calories. In­ 
creasing the rate of movement two 
times increases the energy ex ­ 
penditu re ten times.

pie are likely to make rapid, nerv­ 
ou s movements, and heavier peo­ 
ple slow, deliberate movement*. So 
while they may both be doing ex ­ 
actly the same amou nt of work, 
one u ses u p ten times as many 
calories as the other. Carry this 
calcu lation throu gh day after day 
and it can easily be seen why one 
stays thin and the other fat. 
Only by a carefu l and even 
elaborate nu tritional ex periment 
can all su ch factors be given their 
proper weight. 
At work, one u ses u p abou t 240 
caloriesanhou r. Sittingdownabou t 
IOO calories an hou r, and at sleep, 
abou t 65 calories an hou r. It can 
easily be seen that if you go to bed 
half an hou r earlier every night 
than you r nex t door neighbor, you 
will be in a position to have gained 
several nu bbins of fat in the 
cou rse of a month, other things 
being equ al. 


Peo ple Fo o l Themselv e* 
On the kind and amou nt of food 
they eat. people are constantly 
fooling themselves. It wou ld prob­ 
ably have come as a great surprise 
to Jack Spra t tha t he a te no fa t. 
He probably 
tho ug ht he wa s ea t­ 
ing ex actly the sa me a s the fa mo us 
Mrs. Sprat. 
It is perfectly certain that there 
is a good reason why thin people 
are thin and fat ones fat, and it 
is far more likely to lie in the 
habits than in any mysteriou s 
glandu lar influ ence. 
If you want to arrive at some­ 
thing resembling a scientific set 
of data abou t why you are thin or 
overweight, make a minu te diary 
for a week, setting down ex actly 
how long you stayed in bed, how 
long you sat in a chair, how far 
you walked and how rapidly, any 
other ex ercise or ex ertion and ex ­ 
actly, by weight, what you ate. 
With that information any nu ­ 
tritionist can set you on the right 
path.
